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LENNOX STATION 


On June 15, 2008 at approximately 2340 hours, Deputies MENE and McDonagh 
used force to arrest Suspect Scott. Suspect Scott sustained a fractured right ankle. 


Deputies J and McDonagh saw a blue Nissan Maxima double parked near 
101" Street and Denker Avenue. The Nissan Maxima drove east on 101“ Street 
without its headlights on. The deputies conducted a traffic stop. Deputy McDonagh 
approached the driver, Witness {EE Deputy (J approached the 
front passenger, Suspect Marylin Scott. Deputy saw the suspect stuffing her 
tight hand between her thighs. Believing the suspect was concealing a weapon or 
narcotics, Deputy J opened the door and ordered the suspect to remove her 
hand and exit the car. The suspect placed two plastic bindles in her hand and 
moved it near her mouth. Deputy II believing the suspect was consuming the 
bindles, grabbed her right arm. The suspect swung her left arm at Deputy SEE 
who sprayed her with OC spray. 


Deputy uu pulled the suspect from the Nissan Maxima to handcuff her but she 
continued to resist. Deputy is sprayed the suspect again, who then stopped 
resisting. The suspect stumbled, but Deputy {J prevented her from falling. The 
suspect was then handcuffed. 


The suspect's eyes were flushed from the OC Spray at Centinela Hospital. X-rays 
indicated the suspect's right ankle was fractured. 


On November 20, 2008, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and 
conducted a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated by the committee were: MMP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3- 
01/025.10, Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. 


Concerning: 

MMP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force, and MMP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, 
the Committee determined that the force used by Der uty 

was reasonable and necessary and in compliance with Department policy. 

MNP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force, and MMP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, 
the Committee determined that the force used by Deputy Eric McDonagh 


was reasonable and necessary and in compliance with Department policy. 


MMP § 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the 
tactics employed by all personnel in this incident were within Department Policy.

Incident Details 


Deputies EJ anc Mcdonagh were traveling eastbound on 101st st in their marked police vehicle. They observed a blue 
maxima double parked in front of Bost street. The vehicle pulled away traveling east bound without the headlights on. 
The deputies could see that there were two occupants inside the vehicle. 


The Deputies conducted a traffic stop of ihe vehicle and deputy HE contacted the female occupant. Deputy Mcdonagh 

contacted the male driver. Deputy saw that the female had her iight hand in a fist and appeared to be trying to 

conceal something between her legs. Fearing ihat the female was concealing a weapon, Deputy HB CACI the 
ssenger door and directed her to show him her hands. 


The femaly suspect pulled her hand away from her "orolh" area and Depuly BEE saw that she tad two plastic bindles of 
rock cocaine in her right hand. The suspect raised her right hand toward her mouth and Deputy {Mf grabbed her right 
arm in order to prevent her from swallowing the bindles. The suspect then swung her left fist towards Deputy 


Deputy EE sprayed the suspect with his Oleoresin Capsicum spray. The suspect turned and lunged towards the rear of 
the vehicle via the center console. The suspect dropped both bindles on the left rear passenger floor board of the vehicle. 
Deputy J again took hold of the suspect's right arm and pulled her out of the vehicle and the suspect began flailing 
and swinging her arms. Deputy HB e cain sprayed the suspect with O.C., at which point the suspect complied with his 
orders and she was handcuffed. 


The suspect was transported to Ceentinela Hospital where she was treated for the O.C. spray. While there she complained 
of pain to her right ankle. The ankie was determined to be fractured.

On Sunday, June 15, 2008, at approximately 2340 hours, Deputy EEE end 
Deputy Eric McDonagh were working unit 31, out of the Lennox Station. They were in 
a marked patro! vehicle, traveling eastbound on 101" street, Los Angeles. 


Their attention was drawn to a blue Nissan Maxima, which was doubled parked in the 
middle of the street. As the deputies drove closer, the vehicle began traveling 
eastbound, without the headlights on. The deputies activated their vehicle’s red light, 
and conducted a traffic stop of the vehicle. The deputies could see the vehicle 
contained two occupants, later identified as Witness EEE (driver) and 
Suspect Marylin Scott (passenger). 


Deputy McDonagh approached the vehicle on the driver's side, and Deputy 
approached the passenger side. As Deputy McDonagh contacted Witness 

Deputy saw Suspect Scott placing her right hand between her legs. It 
appeared Suspect Scott was attempting to conceal something, and was unaware of 
Deputy IEE oresence. 


Fearing that Suspect Scott was concealing a weapon, Deputy {EEE quickly opened 
the passenger door, and directed her to show him her hands. Suspect Scott complied, 
and pulled her hand from between her legs. Deputy saw what appeared to be 
two plastic bindles of rock cocaine in Suspect Scott’s right hand. 


Suspect Scott raised her right hand and placed it near her mouth. Deputy BE 


grabbed Suspect Scott’s right arm in an effort to prevent her from putting the narcotics 
in her mouth. She then began making a chewing moton as if she had placed 
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something in her mouth, and was attempting to swallow it. Believing Suspect Scott still 
had the narcotics in her right hand, Deputy maintained his grip on her right 
arm. 


Suspect Scott swung her left fist at Deputy | weakly striking him. Deputy 
BE ctoved his Oleoresin Capsicum spray and sprayed Suspect Scott on her 


face. During the deployment of the Oleoresin Capsicum, Suspect Scott pulled her 
right arm away, and broke free of Deputy a 


Suspect Scott lunged her upper torso over the center console of the vehicle, and 
extended her right hand towards the left rear passenger floor board. Suspect Scott 
dropped the two bindles of rock cocaine behind the driver's seat. 


Deputy Main grabbed Suspect Scott's right arm and pulled her out of the 
vehicle. He attempted to control both arms in order to handcuff her. Suspect Scott 
began flailing her arms, resisting Deputy EM efforts to control and handcuff her. 
Deputy again sprayed Suspect Scott with his Oleoresin Capsicum, spraying 
her in the facial area. 


After the second deployment of the Oleoresin Capsicum, Deputy [was able to 
place the handcuffs on Suspect Scott. Suspect Scott began complaining that she 
could not breath and that she was choking. a ee a strong odor of 
an alcoholic beverage on her breath. Deputy {so noticed Suspect Scott's gait 
was unsteady, and she began to stagger as she walked. 


Deputy I recovered the two bindles of rock cocaine from the vehicie’s rear 
floorboard, behind the driver's seat. Suspect Scoit was subsequently arrested for 
Possession of a Controlled Substance (Cocaine), Health and Safety Code 
Section11350. 


Suspect Scott was transported to Centinela Hospital, in Inglewood, in order to be 
treated for the Oleoresin Capsicum. While being treated by the medical staff, Suspect 
Scott complained of pain to her right ankle. Upon examining her right ankle, the 
medical staff determined it was fractured. 


Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Don Slawson was notified and Sergeants Carlos 
Flores and David Bly responded to Lennox Station to conduct an administrative review 
of the incident. The following review is based on written documentation, interviews of 
witnesses, involved deputies, and medical staff.

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INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS: 


Deputy i + was interviewed on July 2, 2008 at 0930 hours, by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores and Jack Ramirez. The interview was 
conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy was represented by Attorney 
Derold Brenneman. The interview was recorded for review. Deru Si 
statement and description of the incident, during his interview, was essentially the 
same he provided on his incident report. 


Deputy I said he and his partner, Deputy McDonagh, conducted a traffic stop of 
the suspect vehicle, for traffic violations. He said he quickly approached the vehicle on 
the passenger side, and saw Suspect Scott sitting on the front passenger seat. He 
said Suspect Scott had her hands between her legs, and appeared to be attempting to 
conceal something. Deputy Bsa Suspect Scott was looking to her left, 
apparenily unaware of his presence. 


Deputy EE said he feared Suspect Scott was in possession of a weapon. He said 
he opened the passenger door and ordered Suspect Scott to show him her hands. 
Deputy Iai Suspect Scott immediately removed her hands from between her 
legs, and he could see two bindles of rock cocaine in her right hand. He said Suspect 
Scott raised her rignt hand towards her mouth and began making a chewing motion. 


Deputy Maa he quickly grabbed Suspect Scott's right arm, in order to prevent 
her from placing the narcotics in her mouth and swallowing them. He said Suspect 
Scott began swinging her left hand, weakly striking him on the face. He said he 
deployed his Oleoresin Capsicum and sprayed Suspect Scott in the face. 


Deputy Ms 2 Suspect Scott broke free from his grasp and lunged her upper 
body between the center console of the vehicle. He said he saw Suspect Scott reach 
behind the driver's seat and drop the narcotics on the floor board. Deputy Said 
he again took hold of Suspect Scott’s right arm and pulled her out of the vehicle. He 
said she began to flail her arms and resist his efforts to control and handcuff her. 


Deputy aici he again sprayed Suspect Scotts face, with his Oleoresin 
Capsicum. He said he was then able to handcuff one of her hands, but she continued 
to flail the free hand. Deputy {said Suspect Scott began to complain that she 
was choking, due to the Oleoresin Capsicum. Deputy said he escorted 
Suspect Scott to the curb and directed her to sit down. He said Suspect Scott was 
staggering as she walked, and was obviously intoxicated. 


Deputy BE saic Suspect Scott complied with his orders, and sat down on the curb. 
He said he was then able to handcuff her free hand. He said he then called for the 
field sergeant to respond, and also for paramedics. Deputy HB estimated the time 
between stopping the suspect vehicle, and taking Suspeci Scott into custody, to be

approximately one minute. 


Deputy Ma he never grabbed Suspect Scott by the throat, nor did he ever 
take her down to the ground. Deputy said he never felt that the situation was 
ever out of his control. He said he never felt the need to call for backup or assistance. 
Deputy IM he has no idea how Suspect Scott fractured her ankle. He said 
Suspect Scott was not walking with a limp after the incident, nor did she complain of 
pain to ker ankle, while at the scene.

SUSPECT'S STATEMENTS: 


Suspect Scott was interviewed on June 16, 2008, at 0016 hours, by Lennox Station 
Sergeant Steven Marella # The interview was conducted at the Centinela 
Hospital, located at 555 E. Hardy Street, Inglewood. The interview was video 
recorded. 


Suspect Scott said she and Witness Md rove to the area (scene of incident) in 
order to buy narcotics. She exited the vehicle and purchased two bindles of rock 
cocaine. She then returned to the vehicle and got into the front passenger seat. 
Suspect Scott said Witness | began driving the vehicle eastbound on 101" 
Street. 


Suspect Scoit said they became aware of the deputy’s vehicle behind them, when they 
saw the patrol unit’s lights on. Prior to pulling his vehicle over, Witness Eto id 
Suspect Scoit to pretend to swallow the narcotics, so that the deputies would let them 
go. 


Suspect Scott said Witness [stopped his vehicle, and two deputies 
approached. One deputy contacted Witness] (Deputy McDonagh) and the 
other contacted her (Deputy S. As the deputy approached her side of the 
vehicle, she raised her hand toward her mouth, and pretended to put the rock cocaine 
In her mouth. She said the deputy immediately grabbed her by the throat and “pepper 
sprayed’ (Oleoresin Capsicum) her at the same time. 


Suspect Scott said the deputy pulled her out of the car, while still grabbing her throat 
and choking her. She said the deputy threw her down on the ground and began telling 
her to spit out the narcotics. Suspect Scott said the deputy again sprayed her with the 
“pepper spray.” She said she told the deputy the narcctics were not in her mouth but 
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were underneath the driver's seat of the vehicle. Suspect Scott said she landed on her 
right side when the deputy took her down. 


Suspect Scott said the deputy handcuffed her and went to search the vehicle. She 
said she saw he found the rock cocaine she had just purchased. 


Suspect Scott said the deputy never struck her. She said she provoked the deputy’s 
actions by pretending to swallow the narcotics, and he was just doing his job. Suspect 
Scott admitted to drinking Cognac and Tequila, prior te her contact with the deputies. 
She saic she drank approximately two and a half drinks, but was not intoxicated. 


Suspect Scoit complained of pain to her eyes and face, due to the Oleoresin 
Capsicum. She also complained of pain to her right hip. Sergeant Marella video 
recorded Suspect Scott’s neck and throat area. He also video recorded her right hip, 
arms and legs. There were no obvious signs of injury. Suspect Scott said she has no 
history of menial illness. 


IAB Note: During her interview, Suspect Scott did not mention any pain to 
her right ankle. After the interview was concluded, she 
complained of pain to the ankle. The ankle was subsequently 
examined and determined to be fractured. Suspect Scott was 
treated and given the “Okay to Book.” See Exhibit E. 


Suspect Scott was interviewed on June 16, 2008, at 0915 hours, by Internal Affairs 
Sergeants Carlos Flores and David Bly. The interview was conducted at the Lennox 
Station Jail, and was audio recorded. 


Suspect Scott stated essentially the same that she told Sergeant Marella. However, 
there were some differences between the two interviews. Suspect Scott said the 
deputies pulled her and Witness Sver. She said two deputies approached the 
vehicle, one on the driver’s side and one on the passenger side. She said she kept 
her hands on her lap and the deputy began shouting for her to spit out the narcotics, 


She said the deputy grabbed her by the throat and “peoper sprayed” her, while she 
was still sitting in the car. She said she did nothing to provoke the deputy’s actions. 
She said she told the deputy the narcotics were underneath the seat, however he 
continued choking her, telling her to “spit it out.” 


Suspect Scott said the deputy then pulled her out of the vehicle, and threw her down 
on the ground. She said the deputy handcuffed her, returned to the vehicle, and found 
the narcotics. She said the deputy placed the handcuffs on too tight, causing pain to 
her left wrist. Suspect Scott said the deputy never struck her. 


Suspect Scott said she began feeling pain to her right ankle while en route to the 
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hospital. She said she subsequently told the medical staff, at the hospital, about the 
pain. The attending physician examined her and advised her that her ankle was 
fractured. Suspect Scott said she does not remember feeling any pain to her ankle 
while at ihe scene of the incident. She said she does not know when the ankle was 
fractured. 


IAB Note: During her interview with Internal Affairs investigators, Suspect 
Scott was verbally hostile and belligerent. She repeatedly stated 
the deputy broke her ankle, but was unable to state exactly how it 
had occurred. 


Suspect Scott complained of pain to her right wrist, knees and her right hip. Internal 
Affairs investigators did not observe any obvious signs of injury to Suspect Scott’s 
neck, wrist or knees. There were no abrasions to her knees or arms.

DEPARTMENT WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


Eric McDonagh, Deputy Sheriff EI 


Deputy McDonagh has been a deput short iii Oűů 
ee was interviewed by Internal Affairs Sergeants 


Carlos Flores and Ben Garcia on June 26, 2008 at 1000 hours. Deputy McDonagh 
was represented by Attorney Derald Brenneman. The interview was conducted at the 
Internal Affairs Bureau and was audio recorded. 


Deputy McDonagh said on the indicated date and time, he and Deputy AA 
working uniti They observed a blue Nissan Maxima, double parked in front of a 
residence known for narcotics activity. Deputy McDonagh said he observed Suspect 
Scott enter the vehicle on the passenger side. The vehicle then started traveling 
easibound on 101" Street, without the headlights on. 


Deputy McDonagh said he initiated a traffic stop of the suspect's vehicle, and he and 
Deputy approached it. Deputy McDonagh said he contacted the driver, later 
identified as m e N . He said Deputy! 

approached the vehicle's passenger side and contacted Suspect Scott. Deputy 
McDonagh said he saw that Suspect Scott had her hands between her legs. He heard 
Deputy M<: Suspect Scoit to show him her hands. 


Deputy McDonagh said Deputy [lfettempted to grab Suspect Scott's hand, at 
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which point she started swinging her arms. He said it appeared as though Suspect 
Scott was attempting to ——— Deputy McDonagh said he believes 
Suspect Scott struck Deputy several times, on both his arms. 

Deputy McDonagh said Deputy MMI sprayed Suspect Scott with his Oleoresin 
Capsicum. He said Suspect Scott turned her body to the left and lunged her upper 
body through the vehicle’s center console. She then stretched her arms, reaching 


towards the back seat floor board. He said he could not see what she was doing with 
her hands. 


Deputy McDonagh said he saw Deputy I take hold of Suspect Scott’s right arm 
and pull her out of vehicle. Deputy McDonagh said he heard Deputy EE tel! 
Suspect Scott that he was going to spray her again. He said he was not certain what 
was occurring between Deputy IEE and Suspect Scott, because he (Deputy 
McDonagh) was focusing on the driver, Witness J Deputy McDonagh said 
Deputy was eventually able to control Suspect Scott and handcuff her. 


Deputy McDonagh said throughout the incident, his focus was primarily on the driver, 
Witness III He seid though Witness ji was cooperative, he (Deputy 
McDonagh) feared that he would become hostile. Deputy McDonagh said he did not 
believe Deputy EEE needed his assistance at any time. 


Deputy McDonagh said at the conclusion of the incident, Suspect Scott did not appear 
injured. He said he did not notice her limp when she walked, nor did she complain of 
any pain to her ankle. Deputy McDonagh said Suspect Scott's only complaint was 
regarding the Oleoresin Capsicum in her eyes. 


Deputy McDonagh said he was not aware Suspect Scott had sustained a fractured 
ankle until after she was transported to the station jail, from the hospital. He said he 
did not witness anything during the incident that could possibly have caused Suspect 
Scott's injury. Deputy McDonagh said Suspect Scott was intoxicated (alcoholic 
beverages) when they contacted her. 


Deputy McDonagh said he did not see Deputy IEEE grab Suspect Scott's throat. He 
said he did not see him take her down to the ground after pulling her out of the vehicle. 
Deputy McDonagh said he never heard Deputy EBay, “spit it out.” Deputy 
McDonagh said he estimated the time between stopping the vehicle and taking 
suspect Scott into custody; to be approximately two minutes.

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NON-DEPARTMENT WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


Witness is a thirty nine year old male. He resides au 


Witness {J was interviewed by Lennox Sergeant Steven Marella 
on June 15, 2008, at 2347 hours. 


Witness Dm he drove to the location in order to pick up Suspect Scott, and 

give her a ride home. He said Suspect Scott had called him, via telephone, and asked 
him if he could give her a ride, because she was not feeling well. He said shortly after 
she got into his vehicle, he saw the patrol vehicle behind him, with the rotator lights on. 


Witness | saic he pulled his vehicle over, and he was contacted by one of the 
deputies. He said while he spoke to the deputy, he heard what sounded like a struggle 
between Suspect Scott and the other deputy. 


Witness EE said he heard Suspect Scott “choking,” and the deputy telling her to 
get out of the vehicle. Witness sec he saw Suspect Scott exit his car, but 


saw nothing more after that. 


Witness EEE saic he did not see the deputy strike Suspect Scott, nor did he see 
the deputy spray her with Oleoresin Capsicum. He said he became aware that 
“pepper spray” had been used, only after he smelled it. 


Witness| aid he did not witness what occurred between Suspect Scott and 
Deputy He said he was preoccupied, talking with the deputy that approached 
him on the driver's side of his vehicle. Win ose llc he did not witness any 
force used by the deputies 


Witness EB said he has known Suspect Scott for twelve or thirteen years. He 
said he does not know if she uses narcotics. He said Suspect Scott told him she had 
been drinking alcoholic beverages prior to him picking her up. Witness [said 
he believes Suspect Scott suffers from mental illness. 


IAB Note: Video recording of Witness} interview is included in this 
report. During his interview, Witness appears nervous. 


He is elusive and his answers are vague. See Exhibit D. 


Witness is a sixty two year old female who resides at 
She was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores and 
David Bly on June 16, 2008, at 1030 hours. The interview was conducted at Witness 
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HB tome, and was audio recorded. 


Witness| said she was standing in her front doorway, waiting for her 
to return home. She said she saw a deputy’s patrol vehicle conduct a 
traffic stop, just east of her home. 


Witness said she saw when the suspect's vehicle came to a stop and two 
deputies approached the vehicle. She said one deputy approached the driver's side 
and the other approached the passenger side. Witness ac her telephone 
rang and she walked away from her front door in order to answer it. She said she 
returned to her doorway approximately ten seconds later. 


Witness HB sic when she returned to her doorway, she saw the female 
(Suspeci Scott} was already out of the vehicle. She said Suspect Scott was 
handeuffed and standing in front of the patrol vehicle. Witness said she did 
not witness when Suspect Scott actually exited the vehicle. 


Witness] said additional sheriff's deputies arrived, along with paramedics. She 
saw the paramedics treating Suspect Scott, but she was unable to clearly see why she 
was being treated. Witness Mca she did not see Suspect Scoit limp as she 
walked, nor did she her exhibit any hostility towards the deputies. 


Witness) saic she did not witness any force used by the deputies. She said 
they appeared to be conducting “business as usual.” Wines fills 3c she could 
not hear what the parties involved were saying. She said she only heard one deputy 
say “get out of the car,” shortly after the traffic stop had been conducted. 


Witness] said she was standing approximately fifty feet away from where the 
deputies conducted their stop. She admitted that she has difficulty seeing without her 
glasses, and she did not have her glasses on during the incident. 


IAB Note: Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores and David Bly, 
canvassed the neighborhood for additional witnesses. Several 
residents were contacted. However, Witness was the oniy 
witness found. 


SUSPECT’S INJURIES: 


Suspect Scott was transported to Centinela Hospital, located at 555 E. Hardy Street, 
Inglewoad. She was treated by Doctor Latoya Maynard. 


Suspect Scott complained of pain to her left wrist, right hip, both knees and eyes. 
While being treated at the hospital, Suspect Scott complained of pain to her right 
ankle. The ankle was examined and determined to be fractured. Suspect Scott was 
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treated for her injuries and given ihe “Okay to Book.” She was subsequenily 
transported to Lennox station where she was booked and temporarily housed.
